SEEK RIGHT TO VOTE 
Where Republican Convention Will Be Held

PARIS, Dec. 15.—The French suf* 
iragrattes have sent their cohorts to 
the final assault upon parliament to 
capture the right to vote. The French 
advocates of w om ens rights are a 
milder sort than British sisters and 
their campaign has been gentler, but 
it is pursued with such preservance 
that the fight for equality has had a 
consideiable effect. 
The proposal to 
give 
votes 
to 
women no longer is looked upon as 
a joke, and since the war has ceased 
to be the stock in trade of the car­ 
toonist and humorous papers. 
One of the telling arguments in 
favor of the women is the fact that, 
if they had not fed France through-j 
out the great 
war, 
this 
country j 
would probably now be paying more 
to Germany instead of struggling to 
collect reparations from 
the Reich. 
Most of the farming in France from 
1909 to 1918 was done by women 
and girls. 
The members of parlia­ 
ment are being asked to recognize 
that service by giving them a voice 
in electing the nation’s 
representa­ 
tives and the right to take part in 
making and executing the laws. 
The chamber of deputies already 
has been won to the cause. It passed 
a bill giving votes to women in 1920, 
but the senate allowed the measure 
to remain unacted upon 
until last 
year, when it was rejected by a big 
majority.

LONDON', Dec. 15.—England is an 
uncomfortable place for the Ameri­ 
can who is “down and out’* with 
more than 2,000,000 English men un­ 
employed, most of them since the 
armistice, the American who finds 
himself financially embarrassed here 
can hope for no aid whatever from 
the British and must turn to indi­ 
vidual travelers from his own coun­ 
try, to residents or to such American 
organizations as the London Chapter 
of the American Red Cross which 
since the war has been flooded with 
requests for assistance. 
During the past year 2,661 needy 
Yankees have appealed to the local 
Red Cross for help. 
Many of them 
were men who for unknown reasons 
came to England thinking they could 
obtain work here. 
Others were sea­ 
men who lost their papers and there­ 
fore had difficulty in signing on ships 
to work their passage home.. 
Still 
others were left-overs from the war 
who found themselves stranded in a 
foreign country without friends or 
means of obtaining a living. 
As most of the cases were direct 
results of the war. Red Cross head­ 
quarters in Washington has m ater­ 
ially assisted the local chapter in 
handling the situation, but this fin­ 
ancial aid ends this year. 
The American community in Lon­ 
don therefore 
is 
planning a cam­ 
paign to raise $5,000 annually to car­ 
ry on the relief work.

Americans In London hope to estab­ 
lish ‘an institution

American hospital in Paris, but un­ 
til funds are available a few beds for 
the use of United States citizens will 
be maintained at a private hospital.

Estrada Joins the Revolt in Mexico

15.—An 
amendment to the proposed new Mis­ 
souri constitution pertaining to the 
election of a judicial council to enact 
rules of court procedure and to ap­ 
point additional judges was disap­ 
proved by the annual convention of 
the Missouri Bar Association here to­ 
day. 
A resolution introduced by H. 
B. Shain of Sedalia, approving the 
amendment, was defeated by a vote 
of 46 to 41. 
The two day session was conclud­ 
ed here 
tonight 
by 
a banquet at 
which Judge George II. Williams of 
St. Louis, a member of the Missouri 
Constitutional Convention, explained 
proposed amendments to the state 
constitution. 
The amendment which would en­ 
able candidates for office to be nomi­ 
nated either by primary election or 
by party convention was defended by 
the speaker. 
Judge 
Williams 
said 
proposed 
changes in the 
constituton 
would 
not disturb the primary law as it ex­ 
ists, but that it gives to political par­ 
ties the option of deciding which of 
two methods they desire to use in 
selecting their candidates.

Auto Thieves Steal $100,- 
000,000 in Cars in 1922. 


^ \N E DARK night last year a 
^ 
small auto truck was driven 
Into the alley behind the Phila­ 
delphia branch of the largest man­ 
ufacturers of automobile Ignition 
locka In the country. 
There was 
a quick manipulation of keys, han­ 
dled expertly, and a back door of 
the establishment was open. 
A 
large folded sheet of cardboard 
was handed from the car, and 
taken inside. 
The cardboard, when nnfolded, 
was an enact reproduction of the 
safe which stood under lights in 
plain view of the front window. It 
was but the work of seconds to set 
it up as a screen in front of the 
safe, and a safe cracker went to 
work on the combination in com­ 
parative security from interrup­ 
tion. 
In the meantime his com­ 
panions unbolted a machine weigh 
ing hundreds of pounds from Its 
moorings in the dark recesses at 
the back of the shop, and carried 
it out to their truck. 
There was an almost unnotice­ 
able explosion as the safe, which 
had proved stubborn, was blown; 
a hasty sorting of Its contents; and 
the cracksman, disregarding ap­ 
parent valuables, carried a heavy 
volume out to the car, which was 
driven rapidly away. 
Thus was perpetrated one of the 
moat daring and disturbing rob 
beries In the history of American 
crime. 
Missing a Rich Haul 
It was aimed at no petty loot, 
•neb as two or three million dol 
lars in bonds or currency. 
It was 
intended to place at the mercy of 
the criminal element of the coun­ 
try automobiles with a value of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
The machine stolen was one of 
a half dozen in the United States 
used in making keys to the igni­ 
tion locks on SO per cent of the 
high grade automobiles manufac­ 
tured. The book sought In the safe 
contained 
the code letters and 
cumbers of each of these locks. 
Simply by looking at the number 
on the lock of any of these cart, 
and tracing down that number In 
the code book, keys duplicating the 
owner’s could be manufactured. 
Possession of these keys would 
not only make the actual stealing 
of these cars more simple, but 
would aid the organized bands of 
thieves greatly ic disposing 
of 
atolen cars without suspicion. 
The whole ingenious plot, to 
which the best brains of the crim­ 
inal profession had evidently been 


dedicated, failed because a clerk 
in the ignition lock establishment 
disobeyed orders. 
Strict instruc­ 
tions had been issued that the code 
book, with its almost Incalculable 
value, should always be locked in 
the safe when not in use. 
The 
safe had been locked for the night 
when this clerk, working late, went 
to put it back. Fearful of a repri­ 
mand for not having replaced it 
earlier, he did not telephone one 
of the heads of the establishment 
to return and open the safe, but 
trusted to luck to get It back next 
day without observation, and tuck­ 
ed it on a high shelf. 
Luck was 
not only with him, but with the 
establishment and the 
country’s 
automobile 
owners. 
The 
“code 
book’* which the thieves blew open 
the safe to obtain turned out to be 
an accessory catalogue. 
The 
key-making 
machine 
has 
never been recovered, but it is use­ 
less 
without 
the 
book. 
The 
thieves mailed the catalogue back 
*lth a polite note of regret 
The failure of this gigantic plot 
did not prevent thieves stealing 
$100,000,000 worth of automobiles 
in the United States last year, ac- 


ion 


" 


cording to a careful computation 
made by the statistical department 
of the Aetna Life Insurance Com­ 
pany,—a figure which is increasing 
at a rate which staggers the im­ 
agination. 
Motor Thefts Increasing 
The police, despite splendid ef­ 
forts, are unable to cope with the 
situation. 
Automobiles, and those 
who acquire them by other than 
lawful means, are Increasing out of 


all proportion to the Increase in 
police departments. 
As the num­ 
ber of cars which each policeman 
must guard grows larger, the num­ 
ber stolen mounts and the percent­ 
age recovered dwindles. 
There has been a tenfold In­ 
crease in automobiles in ten years. 
This year will see 3,500,000 auto­ 
mobiles manufactured. 
As com­ 
pared to such growth, police de­ 
partments are almost stationary. 


“If you leave your bank roll lean­ 
ing against the curb, somebody's 
going to pinch it,** is a summary 
of the situation by a thief, now in 
a New York State prison, who stole 
$2,000,000 worth of cars during 20 
years of operation. He boasts that 
there Is no type of lock or safety 
device which he has not outwitted. 
He admits a preference for cars 
not locked—and there are plenty 
left that way—but made It a point 
to foil all of the locksmiths during 
his career. Just as a matter of pro­ 
fessional pride. 
Laugh at Locksmiths 
Gasoline feed pipe locks, steer­ 
ing wheel locks, chained wheels, 
transmission locks—they are all 
pie to the experienced man, he 
avers. 
When he took a fancy to 
a particular car, protected by half 
a dozen or so assorted locks, his 
crew of huskies drew alongside 


with truck and trailer, like any 
honest working men, and trundled 
the “disabled’* prize away under 
the eyes of the law. He did It once 
too often, but It worked for 20 
years. 
The next move is to get the 
stolen goods to a friendly garage, 
of which there are dozens in every 
large city, and remove all identifi­ 
cation marks, scraping the number 
from the body and filing the num­ 
ber from the engine. 
New num­ 
bers are impressed over the old 
with steel die*, the body refinished 
and tires changed, possibly, and 
the car Is ready for markeL 
If of 
a common make It Is often sold 
where stolen. If conspicuous, It is 
shipped elsewhere. 
In rare cases 
stolen cars have bsen sold back to 
the owners. 
A 
small 
investment, a quick 
turnover, and a big profit, with 


mighty little risk. No wonder this 
is a business which is pressing 
bootlegging for importance. 
Last year 7,107 cars were stolen 
in New York City, and 3,220 recov­ 
ered—the lowest rate of recovery 
on record. 
In 1918 there were 
3,340 cars stolen, and 2,578 recov­ 
ered. In this one city an Increase 
in cars permanently lost from 762 
to 3,887 in five years! 
These fig­ 
ures are in the possession of the 
Aetna Life Insurance Company. 
Borrowing Cart for Banditry 
These 
cars 
permanently 
lost 
were the grist of the professional 
thieving organizations. 
They are 
traveling other streets, In altered 
guises. 
The cars recovered were 
largely “borrowed’* for banditry or 
Joyriding. 
Your uj>-to-date bandit 
seldom walks. 
He goes about his 
business In somebody else’s gaso­ 
line buggy. In the fracas in which 
he engages his license number is 
frequently taken, and this clue is 
of course run down, leading to 
John Smith, banker and church 
member. 
Smith’s car Is found by 
a roadside, usually the worse for 
wear. 
It used to be a penitentiary of­ 
fense—In some sections an offense 
rewarded with informal hanging— 


to Ste*! a $50 horse. 
Now g&g 
months In Jail is heavy for ste*Uaft 
a $5,000 car. 
That is one reason 
why automobile theft is on the 
crease. 
But the big reason is that steal­ 
ing an automobile Is so easy, and 
capture is so unlikely. 
Automo-, 
biles recovered does not mean a^ 
prehension of the thieves. The re­ 
covered cars are almost always d* 
aeried. 
Revealing Erased Number* 
A real step toward detection of 
disguised cars, turned back Into 
the channels of trade, has been 
made by perfecting a process for 
making visible identification num­ 
bers that have been filed away 
from metal surfaces. 
The profes-j 
slonai thief’s first step is always 
to file away the numbers placed on 
the engine by the manufacturer! 
and stamp new 
ones in their 
places. 
This is done so skillfully 
that only an expert can detect that 
a change has been made, and the 
mere detection of a change does 
nothing toward identifying the car. 
Recently it was found that the 
impression by die of the original 
number left an Invisible compres­ 
sion In the metal. 
By applying 
heat and acids to the surface, this 
compression was made visible in 
the form of the original figures. 
By use of this method the surest 
safeguard of the thief has been re­ 
moved, and although the method 
has only recently come into use, 
hundreds of cars have already been 
identified and returned to their 
owners. 
The pedigree of a used 
car 
should always be traced by the 
prospective buyer. 
The man sell­ 
ing the car may be honest, but one 
or two steps back of him a thief 
may lurk. 
Bringing to Justice the men who 
are getting rich in this business 
Is the duty of every citizen. The 
police can’t do it all. 
They have 
too much else to do. 
The first 
step is for the driver—the caf 
owner—to be as careful aa the 
thief.

The system never was really made 
clear to the layman, 
but students, 
taking the course, could get a hand­ 
somely engrossed diploma and “lull 
instructions” foa so much a head. 
A Chicago institution 
is said 
to 
have offered credentials, equally tis 
fine as the 
“naturopathic” 
school, 
with a book on “how to be a doctor’’ 
for only $15. “Graduates” of the mail 
order school are understood to be 
practicing in New 
York and 
Con­ 
necticut. 
From a circular of 
the 
Naturo­ 


pathic Health school 
which 
adver­ 
tises its course on “resurrection” at 
$36, the following paragraphs were 
taken as evidence: 
*TJnbelievable as it may seem, this 
school instructs how. by simple scien-i 
tific procedure t o restore many class- J 
es of dead persons to life. 
“There are three great fields of re 
storative action. 
“One Is low powered and is capa 
blo of dealing successfully with thr„! 
majority of sickness and disease and j 
restoring only some recently dead to 
life. 
“The next one is of medium power 
and has to do largely with common* 
control of circumstances. 
“And the third is of supreme res­ 
torative action and enables lull con­ 
trol of all circumstances; the positive 
recovery from any and all conditions 
of sickness and disease; the restora­ 
tion, complete of any or all parts re­ 
moved by accident and surgery and 


the restoration of both the recent 
and long time dead.”

Every city and town may have 
assistance in the organisation of a 
museum of its own, according to 
plans just announced by the Amer­ 
ican Association of Museums. 
In­ 
dividuals interested in establishing 
museums are askc I to form a local 
committee, ami then to communi­ 
cate with the association in Wash­ 
ington, which will furnish assist­ 
ance and guidance in organizing 
and financing by methods 
which 
have been used in other cities. 
Outlining the scope of a typical 
small 
museum, 
the 
association 
recommends that efforts be made 
to collect and secure accurate in­ 
formation about authenticated his­ 
torical objects, such as old cos­ 
tumes, house furnishings, imple­ 
ments, weapons and manuscripts, 
showing the community's past; to 
natural history objects, including 
local animals, plants and minerals: 
to works of American art—-with 
special attention to work produced 
in the community, together with 
small collections o: art objects of 
other times and places. 
A well 
balanced museum also shruld in­ 
clude exhibits showing the mate­ 
rials, processes and products 
of 
local 
industries 
and 
commercial 
organizations, to give citizens a 
better understanding of the place 
and importance of their community 
in the realm of business. 
‘‘Museums new are in about the 
same shape of popular appreciation 
as were public libraries a few years 
ago,” said the association’s an­ 
nouncement, “and there is every 
indication that in the near future 
they v/ill become as numerous as 
libraries are today. 
“The real purpose of museums is 
not generally understood because 
there have been so 
many 
junk- 
houses 
which 
have been 
callet! 
museums. 
Modern museums are 
public institutions which are re­ 
sponsible 
for 
educational 
work 
which 
depends 
upon 
collections. 
They eo-c*erate with schools by 
sending illustrative material into 
the 
classrooms 
to 
make 
school 
work more attractive. 
They fur­ 
nish pictures for publication in 
newspapers, magazines and books. 
They investigate science and art 
and history and thus make contri­ 
butions to knowledge. 
They en­ 
courage the best in art, and so pro­ 
mote good taste and appreciation 
of beauty.
